afternoon in which at least 10 persons 
were killed and many 
others were 


wounded by machine gun fire from 
guards in front of the Reichstag build- 
ing.

parades, meetings and demonstrations 
of all kinds have been prohibited. 


At least 10 persons were killed and 


Wounded in a mejee between members 
of a mob and police guards in front of 
the Reichstag building here this after- 
noon. 
The mob organized by extremists af 


a protest -against the industrial coun- 
cil's bill now before the Reichstag, be- 
gan to gather this morning. By noon 
every street leading to the Tier Garten 
was crowded with masses of people 
car ymg red flags and placards. Antici- 
pating a demonstration 
before 
the 
Reichstag building the authorities had 
surrounded the building with public 
security'guards and machine gunners 
who barred approach to the edifice. 
As time passed the crowd was joined 
by striking tram employes and soon 
taflamatory speeches were begun by 
agitators. 
When the Reichstag convened at 3 


o'clock the crowd 
surrounding 
the 


building was estimated at 40,000 and 
new delegations of working people car- 
rying- red flags and banners inscribed 
with the words "all. power to the Sov- 
iets" continued to arrive. 
Troop rein- 
forcements in huge motor trucks were 
added to the guards on duty~ but only 
one arrest had been made since noon» 
The man taken into custody is said 
to have shouted: 
"Down with Noske." 
^Attempts were made by the guards 


to auietly disperse the mob but it was 
heedless of warnings. 
At 
last, the 


mob, 
regardless of the machine gun- 
ners and other defenders of the build- 
ing, made a rush against the police 
lines, trying to disarm the guards and 
disable the machine guns. 
When it 


Was seen the mob could not be check- 
ed in any other way, fire was opened 
on it. 
The 
shooting 
was at close 
range and the front of the building was 
littered with dead and wounded. The 
most severe casualty was inflicted on 
the crowd which approached from the 
Simonstrass side of 
the 
structure. 


Order was soon restored. 
The Reichstag continued its sitting 


until 5 o'clock, at which time it was 
announced ten bodies of persons killed 
in the fight had been brought into the 
court of the building. 
Rifle and machine gun fire was opened 


on the mob at 3:40 o'clock and lasted 
nve minutes. 
It was most severe 


around the west portal of the building. 
Later the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press counted at least 20 men 
lying in the outskirts of the Tier Gar- 
ten, apparently wounded. 
When the 
troops began firing the crowd ran pell 
met in all directions. 


At the sound of the guns, members

Kiel, Tuesday, Jan. 13.—The United 


States army transport Buford. carry- 
ing 249 Russians 
deported 
from the 


United States, left Kiel for an unnam- 
ed Russian port at 7 o'clock this even- 
ing. 


Previous advices indicate that the 


Buford might land her passengers at 
Hango, on the southern Finnish coast, 
whence the party might proceed by 
rail to^the Russian frontier, a 12 hour 
journey. 


Stockholm, Jan. 14.—The Finnish 
legation here was unwilling today to 
express an opinion of the trans-ship- 
ment through Finland of undesirable 
aliens deported from the United States 
as seemingly an agreement had been 
arranged between the United States and 
Finland regarding the radicals deported 
aboard the American army transport 
Buford. 


It was learned that the Finnish gov 
ernment and people are apprehensive 
at the prospect of having several more 
such ships unloaded in their harbors, 
for it Is feared that although communi- 
cation with the deported aliens is pro- 
hibited, then- continued passage would 
make an appeal to certain classes in 
Finland where international peace Is 
mainly due to the presence of volunteer 
guards. 


In some quarters the opinion is ex- 
pressed that Finland has already suf- 
fered enough from Bolshevists and Bol- 
shevism and as an outpost against the 
reds, should not lie troubled with the 
additional menace incidental to hand 
ling America's undesirables.

the west entrance of the building. A 
score of men attacked several guards 
wreched their rifles awa> from them 
lust as soldiers rushed up and then 
general tiring began. 
When the mob 


ran into the street fronting the southern 
side of the edifice, Soldieis stationed 
Lhere suspected they would be attacked 
and immediately flred a fulisade. Six 
slightly wounded civilians were carried* 
into the Reichstag building, a dozen 
Jtbers were transferred to the guard 
house near the Brandenburg gate and 
a number were carried off by members 
of the sanitary corps. 


The Reichstag temporarilj adjourned 
amid great confusion. President Feh- 
renbach was obliged to leave the chair 
4ut aws unable ,to control the situation. 
Members of various parties engaged in 
violent recriminations, and members of 
the cabinet left the chamber. A shot 
fired ftom a point directly in front of 
the Bismarck monument entered the 
huge glass dor leading to the lobby 
which was crowded with agitated depu- 
ties. The bullet passed a few feet from 
the spot where the corespondent was 
in conversation with Herr Stresemann, 
a national Liberal member of the Reich- 
stag. 


When the troops dispersed the crowd 
outside the building they extended their 
cordon in the direction of the tTnter den 
Linden where-throngs filled the streets. 
An officer who chanced along was se- 
verely beaten by the crowd. 


After a short recess the house visibly 


quieted down and President Fehren- 
bach told the deputies the day's casual- 
ties had reached a total which would 
occasion profound regret and that fur- 
ther deliberations could, under the cir- 
cumstances, hardly b$ expected to con- 
tinue with the necepEary calm. He sug- 
gested an adjournment until "Wednes- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. The depu- 
ties then left the chamber.

The senate late yesterday by a vote 


of 22 to 4 passed the Reynolds bill de- 
signed to give women the right to par- 
ticipate in the presidential primaries in 
April when delegates are to be selected 
for the. Republican and Democratic na-, 
tional conventions. 


The measure is made an amendment 


to the Reynolds act passed last Spring, 
granting women the right to vote for 
presidential electors, which act is held 
up by a petition filed for a referendum 
on it. It was declared the amendment 
may be held invalid because the act 
which it seeks to amend has not yet 
become a law. 


The petition for a referendum on the 


first bill was filed too late to be voted 
On at the election last November but 
will be up for a vote at the election of 
November next. 


The senate has passed the Cabell bill 
which gives to the attorney general to 
enforce the findings of the state board 
of accounting against local county of- 
ficials.
